The Russian War. Office intends to |

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The general character of Biaine’s 
cireular note to. Central and South 
(America bas become known. It bears 
date of the middle of November, and 
was sent by the same steamer which 
conveyed Prescott and Walker. Ig 


attitude of the United States toward 
other this and the 
South continent, affirm- 
ing that it is our policy to use the 
. this nation to es- 
peace between 
the various nations to which this note 
is addressed. Heaffirms that it is the 
decree, or policy, of the United States 
not to interfere in the domestic con- 
cerns of any of these nations, but that 
the commercial interests of the United 
States are deeply ioterested in the ex- 
istence of harmonious relations be- 
tween the various Republics them- 
selves and between each and the 
United States. The letter, after dis- 
cussing at great length the mutual 
interests of the United States and 
nations addressed, treats the question 
of the great ibfiuence European 
powers have upon two American con- 
tinents, and virtually proposes that the 
United States and the various other 
Republics to which this circular 
letter is sent should come to a 
mutual understanding in regard to 
this matter, and proposes mutual 
guarantees against any interference 
from abroad. The letter was prepared 
with great care, and, while the sub- 
jects alluded to are fully discussed, 
the tone of the letter is said to be em- 
inently conservative, The letter pro- 
‘poser, on behalf of the United States, 
that an international conference of the 
Republics of Mexico, Central and 
South America meet {at Washington 
on the 30th of next November. The 
representation is made that the author- 
ities of each should name two Com- 
missioners to represent their Govern- 
ments at this conference.” The object 
is to discuss questions of mutual in- 
terest aod promote à triendly feeling. 
A second circular letter was mailed 
to each of our Ministers, setting forth 
that while it wes well understood to 
be a very delicate matter for one na- 
tion to mention pecuniary matters 
to another in connection with such in- 
vitation as had been extended by the 
United States, still our Goverment de- 
sired to defray all the expenses of this 
conference, and it was therefore in the 
discretion of each Mivister to call this 
fact to the attention of the Govern- 
ment to which be is accredited in such 
a way as shall appear to him most fit-

London, Eng., January 5. 
Regarding the mandamus that has 
been applied forin the Court of the 
Queen's Bench, to quash the resolu- 
tion conferring the freedom of citizens 
Dillon and Parnel), a Dublin corres- 
pondent of the Times says: “If the 
points shall be established by the
